‘Fhe piercing un- 
derftanding of the fon of Al Zored could penetrate 
into, his foul could defpife, and his humanity could 
pity, the worldly motives of his flattering acquain- 
tance. Their falfe blandifhments, their pernicious 
counfels, and their vicious habits, could not-fhake 
his firm adherence to the intereft of virtue, much 
lefs enforée to him the neceflity of diffipation, and 
the happinefs of unreftrained paflion ; for, like the 
emaciated victims of debauchery, they ftood them- 
felves forrowful, but convictive examples of their 
own deceitful fyftem.

Why, O Allah! am I doomed to a negation of 
every enjoyment, yet fupplied. with the reputed 
means, and tantalized with the appearance of per- 
fect felicity 2. Gifted by thy all-provident hand, far 
above the lot of ordinary mortals, whence is it that 
] feel no interna] comfort, and that fatiety overwhelms 
the influence of every innocent pleafure ? What un- 
known, or rather, what unintentional crime do | 
expiate in this delufive ftate? ‘To me the paths of 
vice, the labyrinths of deceit, and the wilds of def- 


| pare, are equally unknown. Virtue has dire¢ted, 


integrity has marked, rcfignation has accompanied | 
all ny feps. ‘The infiduous advice of fawning fy- 
cophants I have reje€ted with due indignation ; the. 
contagious ser of the fenfual multitude I have 
avoided; and with the indifpenfable duties of reli- 
gion my compliance has been no lefs chearful than 
confcientious, Rather let me experience the hard- 
thips of poverty, undergo the miferies of want, or 
talte the arrow of death, than exift—thus buried in 
mental torpidity, thus debarred from focial delights. 

In this manner prayed the unfortunate Zaydor, 
while the pearly drops of fenfibility gliftened in their 
courfe; nor was Allah deaf to the emanations of his 
pious confidence. ‘To the eye of Omnifcience, the 
conduét and fituation of the fon of Al-Zored had 
been long perceptible ; his unfhaken piety had been

THIS account I had in thefe very words from the 
rev. Dr. whitefield, fellow of Trinity-college, Cam- 
bridge.— About the end of laft fummer Mr. Grove. 
the public regifter of the univerfity, wasin tbe coun- 
try at a {mall town near Banbury in Oxfordfhire, 
with his old friend Mr. Shaw, lately fellow of St. 
John’s, and who was prefented by rhe college to the 
living where he refided. While Mr. Grove tarried 
with him, which was about four or five days, he told 
him this remarkable ftory, viz. that fome days be- 
fore, as he was fitting in his ftady late one night, af- 
ter eleven, and while he was fmoaking tobacco and 
reading, the fpectre gf his old companion Mr. Nay- 
lor (who died five years ago in St. John’s College) 
came into the room, habitted in a gown and caffock, 
and exaétly in the fame manner as he ufed to appear 
in the college when alive. Mr, Shaw remembered 
the figure well, and was therefore much furprized : 


him, bid him not be afraid, for he came to acquaint 
him with fomething that nearly concerned him. So 
entering snto difcourfe together, the fpectre told him 
that “ their friend Mr. Orchard was to die very fud- 
denly, and that he himfelf fhould die foon after him, 
and therefore he came to forewarn him, that he 
might prepare himfelf accordingly.” After this, 
they talked of many other things (for their confer- 
rence lafted two hours,) and amongft the reft Mr. 
Shaw afked him, Whether one might form fome fort 
of a notion of the other world from any thing one 
fawin this? He anfwered, No; without giving any 
further fatisfaction to the queftion. Upon this, Mr. 
ShaW faid to him, How isit with you? His anfwer 
was, I am very well and happy.

His anfwer was, that 
there was not one of them: which anfwer, Mr. Shaw 
faid as he told the ftory to Mr. Grove, ftruck him to 
the heart, At laft, after two hours conference toge-
